Secretar}'  Draper  made  the  folio vving  report,  in  behalf  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  for  the  year  1S79,  which  was  read  and 
adopted,  as  follows  : 

AYith  the  same  purchasing  means,  and  our  system  of  exchanges, 
the  annual  growth  of  the  Library'  is  quite  uniform  from  year  to 
year.  It  is  only  on  rare  occasions  that  some  unusually  large 
book  or  pamphlet  donations,  like  those  of  Mrs.  C.  L.  A.  Tank, 
lion.  Charles  Durkee,  and  the  Lapham  estate,  swell  the  ^^ear's 
additions  beyond  its  ordinary  proportions.  The  book  department 
has,  during  the  past  year,  been  increased  with  a  rich  variety  of 
works — and  especiall}' large  in  the  line  of  local  American  liis- 
tor}^,  periodical  literature,  genealogy,  and  newspaper  liles  of  the 
last,  and  early  part  of  tlie  present  century.  Tlic  manuscript  his- 
torical papers  have  been  of  a  varied  and  important  character, 
illustrative  of  early  Wisconsin  and  Xorth  Western  hist->ry,  dat- 
ing back  a  iiundrcd  and  thirty  years  ;  beside  several  valuable  pa- 
pers on  our  pre-historic  period.  We  have,  on  the  whole,  good 
reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  year's  gatherings  in  books,  parnph-. 
lets,  newspaper  files,  and  manuscript  additions  to  our  history.

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To  the  Binding  Fund  the  follo^'ing  additions  have  been  made  : 
From  rion.  John  A.  Kicc,  SoO  ;  Trof.  J.  IT.  Carpenter,  LL.D.,  ^20  ; 
duplicate  books  sold,  5^2-1:7.00;  accrued  interest,  $533,07  ;  annual 
membership  dues,  net,  870.00  —  thus  showing  an  increase  of 
$920.73,  and  making  tlic  total  present  amount  of  this  important 
Fund,  $7,445.22. 

The  640  acres  of  Texas  land  left  us  by  the  late  lion.  John 
Catlin,  and  the  bequest  of  ,^1,000  by  the  late  Hon.  Stephen  Tay- 
lor, to  become  available  to  the  Society  after  Mrs.  Taylor's  death, 
will  eventually  prove  noble  additions  to  this  Fund.

The  additions  to  the  Library  during  the  year  past  have  been 
2,050  volumes;  of  which  l.:U<)  were  by  purchase,  and  S-10  by 
donation]  binding  of  newspat)cr  r.les ;  and  3,027  ])amphlets  and 
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documents,  of  which  107  were  obtained  by  purchase,  and  the 
remainder  by  donation  and  mounted  newspaper  cuttings.  Of  the 
book  additions  377  were  folios,  and  2^0  quartos  —  increasing  the 
number  of  folios  in  the  Library  to  8,131,  and  the  quartos  to 
3,431,  and  both  together  to  6,572.

They  reflect  the  spirit  and  sentiments  of  the 
age  better  than  elaborate  treatises,  and  are  indispensable  treasures  in 
a  good  library,  where  eminent  historians,  biograj^hers,  statisticians, 
and  men  of  letters  in  general,  naturall}'  look  for  whatever  may  shed 
light  on  the  subjects  of  their  investigation.  They  are  so  small,  tliat 
they  are  likeh'  to  be  torn  in  pieces,  and  every  copy  of  entire  editions 
to  disappear. 

"  The  correctness  of  these  statements  is  confirmed  by  the  action  of 
the  Bodlein  Library,  which  is  paying  fabulous  prices  for  pamphlets  and 
books  that  its  founder  did  not  think  worth  preserving,  and  of  the 
British  Museum,  which  is  doing  the  same  for  what  could  have  been 
procured  a  century  ago  for  little  more  than  the  asking  —  the  riihhish 
of  one  generation  being  the  treasure  of  another. 

"  When  a  single  paper  mill,  in  a  single  year,  has  been  known  to 
grind  up  ninety-eight  tons  of  books  and  pamphlets,  with  about  the 
•  same  quantity  of  newspapers,  we  may  well  be  admonished  of  the 
danger  of  the  utter  loss  of  many  important  pamphlet  publications, 
and  to  plead  for  their  contribution  to  our  collection. 

"It  is,  therefore,  desirable  iit  once,  so  far  as  practicable,  to  secure 
at  least  for  a  few  public  libraries,  copies  of  everything  which  is 
printed,  for  in  the  mysterious  diversity  of  human  investigations,  there 
is  nothing  which  may  not  at  some  time  be  im[)ortant." 

We  send  you  this  circular  with  the  hope  that  you  will  favor  the 
Society  by  sending  such  portion  of  your  accumulations  in  the  way  of 
books  and  pamphlets  as  you  can  conveniently  spare,  which  can  bo 
sent  by  express  or  by  mai^,  addressed  to  the  Historical  Society.  All 
pamphlets  received  will  be  properly  classitied  and  arranged,  bound 
and  indexed,  for  the  convenient  use  of  all  who  desire  to  use  them.

erlij  for  the  Stile  :  and  t!ien  ;..pcs  o:i  to  prohibit  the  Society  from 
selling,  mortgaging  or  transferring,  or  in  any  manner  removing 
from  the  capitol  any  aniclf  without  the  consent  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, except  the  sale  or  c\ch:inge  of  (i urdicato.^.  The  Governor, 
Secretary  of  State  anil  State  'J'roasurcr  sliall  be  ex  ofiicio,  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  T  )m!uiitoe,  and  takvj  care  that  the  interests 
of  the  State  are  prote'-tCil.  Tii-v-Jc  State  oHlcers  compose  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Library  (' >m::ii:tt'(\  who  liiiect  and  order  the  pur- 
chase of  books.

It  is  a  |Kiit!iul  rLil'-et.- tu.  u.  <'  \\r  hav..'  frr.p.ioiitiy  of  late 
been  deprived  of  the  f-jilow^h-p  at.d  couiisel  of  worthy  associates 
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in  tills  r>pai\].  T.asl  year  \vc  v/crc  called  upon  to  lan:cnt  the 
death  of  Prof.  S.  11.  Car])cnteV;  and  now  we  have  to  deplore  the 
departure  of  Judge  h.  B.  A'ila?,  Gen.  G.  B.  Smith,  and  Gen.  II. 
C.  Bull  —  all  early  laborers  in  the  Society \s  behalf,  serving  it  long 
and  well  in  our  annual  and  committee  meetings,  and  in  the  halls 
of  legislation. 

Judge  Vilas  was  elected  a  Life  ^^Icmber  of  the  Society  in  Jan- 
luiry,  1S56  ;  contributed  his  portrait  to  our  l^icture  Gallery  ;  and 
was  chosen  a  meniber  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  ISGO,  serv- 
ing in  that  capacity  till  his  death,  always  evincing  a  warui  inter- 
est in  the  Society. 

Gen.  Smith  became  a  member  of  the  Society  in  185-1,  an(i  a 
member  of  the  E.>:ecutivc  Committee  in  1S<>1,  serving  nearly  nine- 
teen consecutive  years  in  the  r>oard,  and  rendering  the  Society 
many  and  varied  services,  especially  in  matters  connectci  wiih 
legislation. 

Gen.  Bull  was  chosen  a  lif'e  member  of  the  Society,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Committee  in  January,  1S5G,  holding  liis 
place  in  the  Board  un'il  his  removal  from  ^ladison,  in  1S59;  he 
contributed  to  our  Picture  Gallery  an  oil  painting  of  AVisconsiii 
Heights  battle  field,  executed  by  Brooks;  and  for  the  past  three 
3xars  he  has  filled  the  position  of  one  of  the  Honorary  Vice  Pres- 
idents of  our  Society. 

While  dropping  a  tear  in  remembrance  of  de]>arted  worth,  we 
find  much  both  to  encouroLi-e  anl  and  stimulate  us  to  renewed 
cfl'orts  for  the  prosperity  and  usefulness  of  one  of  the  best  of  our 
public  institutions  —  one  which,  in  the  language  of  C^vrus  Wood- 
man, "adds  to  to  the  glory,  not  of  Wisconsin  alone,  but  of  our 
whole  country.''
